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Wrong Approach 

'T^IE ■rKUimnU brought out at a spirited hearing 
1 on the propoaed zoning bylaw to create a "legisla¬ 
tive prectnet” In James Bay indicate the provincial 
government atMuid Hnd, another way of reserving 
land for expansion. More '.him ever it appears doubt¬ 
ful that this can properly be considered the function 
or responsibility m city council. 

The purpose of the zoning measure must be^seen 
as the freezing of property values in the area affect¬ 
ed; the owners Indeed regard it, probably with justl- 
rioitian, as likely to reduce the worth of their hold¬ 
ings. 

Neither from the community's nor the province’s 
point of view is it desirable that expensive apartment 
blocks should rise as impediments to the execution of 
the government's long-range plans for extension of 
the legislative buildings and their grounds in a well- 
ordered and beautiful complex. 

But dty council is enjoined by provincial law 
In passing zoning regulations to have due regard for 
the conservation of property values, among other 
considerations. It has no power to pay compensation 
for loss of property value resulting from zoning. The 
Municipal Act specif cally rules that out, and for one 
alderman to talk of setting up a commission to discuss 
compensation with owners is nonsense. 

Further, it cannot pass an unchangeable zoning 
bylaw. Were the present proposed bylaw adopted, 
there would be nothing to stop the aldermen irom 
changing their minds in future, conceivably to the 
disadvantage of faint-hearted or exasperated owners 
who had disposed of their property in the meantime. 
Nor Is chic change of thought on zoning an uncom¬ 
mon occurrence. 

Thus the preferable course would appear to be 
for the provincial government through le^slation to 
take the zoning of a legislative precinct into its own 
hands, and to accept a responsibility that ill fits dty 
council.

We would say 
they are not exaggerating. It is a new concept for 
the holidaymaker.

V CTORIA’S able parks administrator, Mr. W. R 
Warren, has come back from overKas with the 
cheering news that In the Old World the number of 
parka per dtizen ia below our*. One suppoees he has 
Continental Europe In mind for one can think of sev¬ 
eral Britiih towns of which this could scarcely be 
said. 

It is good to learn, nevcrthelw, that Victoria 
doesn't lag behind as perhapp we Rave been accus¬ 
tomed to thinking, but not so cheering as to make us 
content and ready to rest on our oars. TTie ex¬ 
tension of parks is something to be punued without 
stint where at all possible. 

There is after ail only one real park of sin and 
nature In the whole of Greater Victoria, that at 
Beacon Hill which Incidentally is a Joy to everyone 
and a great credit to the department over which Mr. 
Warren presides. Apart from playground areas most 
other local parks are small In extent and thus in 
character even though they provide' welcome and 
pleasing oases. 

Victorians, of course, have beach and undevel¬ 
oped parkland areas well within reach, unlike the con- 
. dltions Mr. Warren found in European cities of high 
population denrity, even if our countryside is dally 
giving way to urban development One can breathe 
the air freely here. 

It has been Mr. Warren's purpose to maintain 
and beautify these breathing spaces for the common 
uBj^and no doubt his European experiences will be 
reflected as he continues his good work in keeping 
local parks attractive and well tended.

ney. 

In May of 1962, Aid. Geof¬ 
frey Edgelow, the Incumbent 


smokehunter, said, *^1 seems 
to me that the smoke bylaw 
lacks teeth.” 

Smoke inspector Thomas 
Walker, billed by the Dally 
Colonist In 19S3 as Victoria's 
”smog - man,” completed a 
whirlwind tour of the city's 
30 Industrial smoke - pro¬ 
ducers in that year and 
issued the toflowing pro¬ 
nouncement; 

“We haven't started to get 


tough yet. That will be the 
next stage. It will have to 
cucne if the offenders make 
no effort to Improve things.” 

Ten years later omoke in-, 
spector Walker pointed out 
to the Colonist that convert¬ 
ing the mills to smoke-tree 
operation seas "no ovemigfat 
Job.” 

"If they don't cooperate, 
we'll Just have te take other 
measures." 


He gave heart to the city'a, 
smoke-weary citizenry ’in 
December of llftj by warn¬ 
ing the 'mills a crackdown 
was coming. 

"After the new year, we're 
just going to get tough." he 
said. 

Mr. Walker was referring 
to the new- year of 1953. 

In the smog-8<xldcfi years 
since 1951. haiTled civic 
officials have created in¬ 


numerable boards, com- 
y^mlttees and trouMe-ahooters 
xo study the problem. 

Durable Exponent 

One of the most durable 
exponents of dear skies for 
Victoria has been Aid. Geof¬ 
frey Edgdow, though he has 
occasionally revised his posi¬ 
tion on how the deon-up 
should be conducted. 

"Something must be done 
at once,” he said two years 
ago this month. 

Fast from Here 

The following summe- — 
Just one year ago .Mr. Edge- 
low again held forth at 
length on what was In store 
for slow-learning mill oper¬ 
ators who didn't defeat the 
fly-ash problem. 

''The public wants action, 
and I'm going to see to it 
that they get action. We're 
going to move fast from 
here on In,” 

Little Too Fast 

Exactly one year later. 
Aid. Edgelow was wondering 
If maybe things weren't 
moving a little too fast. 

"You can't expect them to 
co-operate, then slap them 
with a summons." he said.

Cah^t Beat Privet 


By M. V. msfiNirr, nns 

■KOCB PLANT—IV.F. Vtctoria). 
I doubt U you could find an easier- 
going and more tolerant hedging sub¬ 
ject than the common privet and. It 
the privet plants you set out to hide 
your unsightly eraoden fence are not 
giwing satisfactorily. It Isn't 
likely any other plant would do any 
better. Could be your soil la too poor 
to grow anything well. 

If I were you. Td stick with your 
privet but give it a heavy mulch of 
old manure over Its roots and lots 
of water, with an occasional overhead 
shower bath. If you must make a 
change. Lsinlcera nitida would be 
your best bet. Small plants about 16 
inches tall should cost you around 
3D cents each. 

ORNAMENTAL EVERGREENS— 
(D.S.W.. Duncan I. You write a tough 
bill of spedflcationa when you ask 
me to recommend a tree which Is 
Inexpensive, evergreen and fast^grow- 
ing but not more than eight tret tall 
when fully grown. I'm afraid I can't 
think of any shrub or tree which has 
all these attributes, but I have a sug¬ 
gestion: 


Arborvitae occldentalia, the com¬ 
mon arborvttae. is evergreen. It is 
c o m p a r a tively Inexpensive, with 
small plants about 18 Inches tall sell¬ 
ing at local nurseries for around tl-30 
each. It is very fast-growing but. if 
left to Kselt, It would shoot up to the 
dimensions of a forest tree. Fortun¬ 
ately, It stands clipping well and I 
believe that with Judicious trimming 
It could be held to the eight-foot 
height you specify for soma years. 

Tour light soil ever a gravelly 
subsoil should suit this subject, 
although the young trees would have 
to be watered and wetted down over¬ 
head fairly frequently while they are 
getting thmselves established. 

BLIJE POPPY OF TDET -(CM.. 
Victoria I. There are actually two dif¬ 
ferent blue popples commonly grown; 
one Is a biennial, flowering In Its 
second year and then dying, while 
the other Is perennial rather slow 
to come Into bloom but living for 
years. I think you are fortunate in 
that your poppies haven't bloomed 
yet, yours must be the long-lasting 
kind. 


The glowing heahh of jrour 
ftowerless plants would Indicate there 
is nothing wrong with the soil or 
aspect, and under these rimim- 
stances I don't think It a«uld be wise 
to move them. Tbeso subjects are 
vary resentful of root disturbance 
and are dlfticult to transient suc¬ 
cessfully. The east-facing position, 
wh«e they get nmmlng sun but are 
shaded during the hottast part of the 
day, is Just whet the dbetor ordered. 
Just leave them alone, and 1 am 
quite eertain you win be rew ai ded • 
by the exquisite sky-blue flowers. 

LOCURT TREE -- (J.J.McF.. Vk- 
torial. Tour "Roar Acacia" Is actually 
Roblnia hlapida. turned after M. Jean

The usual way to propagate this 
tree Is hy detaching the rooted suck¬ 
ers that spring up around the base.

NEW YORK • I'PI I—American English 
and English English are closer together 
than ever before, .and the language merg¬ 
ing procru is being speeded by mass com¬ 
munications, air IravH and Interman lage, 
an American dictfonaiy editor says. 

Dr. Philip a Gove, editor in chief of 
the Merrlam ■ Webster dictionaries, dis¬ 
agreed sharply with Ihe view of former 
Britbh Education Minister Sir David 
Ecclea. who said the language was In 
danger of splitting into several Idioms 
such as Oxford English. New Yoik 
English, or Australian English. 

Sir David in a recent speech In Rome 
urged Ihe United Slates lo Join Britain 
to maintain English as a world language. 
He pointed to Ihe fact that ancient Rome 
produced an international language In 


Latin, which later split into such forms as 
Spanish. French and Italian. He said 
English was headed toward a similar fate 
unless Word meanings were agreed upon. 

Gove replied that Ihe printed word and 
radio and lelevislon exchange have hasten¬ 
ed the melding of Englbh, American, Ca¬ 
nadian and Australian English. He said 
Britons are clear ahoul the meanings o| 
"hot dog." "hamhurger." "J.izr," "ok.” and 
“swing" and Ihal Amerienns understand 
“gin and tonic," "pub crawl" and "ahop- 
pinc moll." 

Even terms used only in Britain such as 
“pelrol" are completely Inlelllglhle lo Am- 
ei leans, w ho say "casollne." Gove said, and 
Ihe Inteh'hangahllity of Rrillsh terms once 
used exclusively in Britain. Australia. 
Africa and India is a slgnilicant aspect of 
today's English.

His 
melhoda would never have met the approval 
of the austere future governor of Vancouver's 
Island, but the inlormatloo he brought bark 
waa well received. Although he coaild neither 
read nor write, Tomo could draw a reaaon 
ably accurate map of the country he had 
traversed. He could give the names, loratlon 
and numerical strength of the varioua Indian 
ban^ and describe the physical features of 
a land that waa slowly giving up ita lecrela. 

Tomo would lake any risk In the service 
of James Douglas, for whom he had an almost 
dog'llke devotion. The Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany men were hia Idols No other white men 
heard the truth from Tomo. or earned bis 
respect. He loved to reward the rredulouB 
and greedy wrllh tales of fabulous gold de¬ 
posits or imposstble geographic features in 
the unknown wilds of the Cowegin and Che- 
mania valleys He regarded all Coaat Indiana 
with deepest contempt. 

Torao Ouatomy. aomelimes called Toma 
Antoine, or Thomas Anthony, was a strange 
hybrid, a curious blend of the beat and worst 
of three races. His father, a half breed French- 
Iroquoia in the employ of the company, mar¬ 
ried a woman of the Chin-uk ttibo In Oregon, 
and wraa killed aooa afterward la an Indian 
ambush near Pmice Coupe. Tomo was bom 
before the survivors relumed with the grim 
news 

HtiUe he was atill very young II waa 
obvious that Tomo was not like the other half- 
breeds that played In the compound of old Fort 
Langley. All his trmila wets black and white. 
In hia favor there was courage, unusual phyai- 
cal 'strength, and the uncanny ability to 
quMtIy master languages. On the debit side, 
he was moody, an acrompllalMd liar, and had 
a berserker’i te m per. 

For Torao. It waa noi enough to learn aD 
the words in a tribal dialect.

As a arout and Interpreter he atanda 
unrivalled.' 

There were many others whose remarks 
were not so charitable. They simpl} couldn’t 
understand why "OM Bquaietoes’’ chose to 
toloratr such a creature. Apart from his oh- 
vIouB regard Inr the young wilderness man, 
James Douglas had other reasons. 

Al the time Fort Vlrloiia nos esiabHshed. 
IlliJa was known of that part of Vancouvor's 
Island hidden behind the barricade of the Gulf 
Ialanda. Indians Inllmited that the Canal de 
Arro I Haro Strain estrnded behind the ialanda 
aa tar as Naaalsno. This rumored waterway 
Is now knonra as Sluan Channei. Fearing 
dominsllon by the white newcomers, the In¬ 
dians told conflict'ng and discouraging stories 
about the nature of that unknown laial. Tomo 
made the neceosary roconnalsance In hia own 
way. and Indian folkiorr has It that he alas 
tried to gain a wlldemesa kingdoin.

pxartly Ihr samr thing. No soonpr had the 
nalivp caipchlat begun (he course of inatruc- 
lion for Chief Neelro than the whole place 
‘knew that (he three old women had al last 
won their fight and had persuaded him to 
Join the church. For many days people talked 
about little else. They all realiaed the awkward 
position the chief found himaelf In, for no 
matter what choiee he made he was bound to 
offend two most important lamUles, and lo 
offend them deeply. Though the memory of 
the oltf days was dying, nearly dead, people 
do not forget that kind of thing. Social status 
is retained long after the reason for it is lost 
and forgotten 


WEEKS WENT EV and the daily Instruc¬ 
tion of Chief .Neetro continued. The whole 
village was keyed up. Plans were made for 
this eventful admission and for his legal wed¬ 
ding. It was going to be a most Important 
occasion. There would be a big feast, almost 
as big as those they used to have In the old 
days of the potlatch. Friends from all the 
nearby villages and the more Important people 
from more distant ones were warned to expect 
Invitations as soon as the actual date was set. 

The catechist was slow and thorough. He 
would not be hurried nor would he give any 
help In. setting a date for the wedding. This 
was loo serious a matter, he said firmly, for 
social frivolity. When his pupil was ready, the 
missionary would be so Informed. 

Still the weeks dragged by. The three old 
women grew more and more Irritable, for it 
had at last dawned on each one of them that 
the chances against her were two lo one. And 
then where would she be? No longer the ac¬ 
cepted consort of the most Important chief In 
the diatrict. More unfortunate than any 
widow. Homeless and unprovided for. Their 
tempers grew worse and worse and, Ihiwgb 
each of them made an effort tq become kinder 
^ and more mnslderate towards her husband. 
I they were unbearable towards each other. 
/ Chief Neetio stormed and shouted when (heir 
I' wrangling disturbed him. and he could keep 
them quiet for only the shbrtest lima. 


AT iJkST THE rATBCHIHT announced 
that his candidate was prepared. The mlsainn- 
aiy consulted wiih the senior members of the 
church and with Chief Neetro himaelf and a 
dale only 10 days in advance ivas selected. 

Then the preparations for the feast began 
with enthusia.sm. Rare delicacies and foods 
of the old days were sought, messengers were 
sent out with definite invitations, sleeping 
quarters (or the visitors were prepared, and 


the church was swept and garnUhed (or the 
occasion. 

Chief Neetro had wanted lo wear his cere¬ 
monial dress, the fine Chllkal blanket woven 
from wild goat's wool, and the elaborale head¬ 
dress of carved maple Inlaid with gilttering 
abalone shell, the long ermine mantle, and the 
stiffly quivering sea lion whiskers. It was his 
last link with the old days. Bul the missionary 
woold have none oflt. 

“No." he said sternly. "If you need new 
ciothea. buy them from the store." 

So. Chief Neetro art out for the store and 
got himself a fine new suit of black clothes as 
though he were going lo a funeral rather than 
lo his wedding. 

. The new suit was quite a wrprlse to Ihr 
three old wives. It gave them all a new Idea, 
and iimnedlalrly each one art to work al 
getting ready all her best finery. It would 
never do to be caught unptepar^ for either 
eventuality. 

“If he selects me." eoch said lo herself, "I 
m'lat be dressed flRingly for the oedssion. And 
If he should reject me." she added as an after- 
thought, “why. I must still be well-dressed, 
for fear that my enemies look on me with 
somewhat leas respect, or perhaps even laugh 
al me." 


NONE OF THEM had givon much thought 
lo her clothes before. They were all far be¬ 
yond the year* when such things could count 
very much (or or against them. The chief had 
always made them work very hard In spite of 
their aristocratic birth, so much so that the 
whole village used lo smile wrhsn they saw how 
he managed lo gel the most out of them. As 
a matter of fact, they had worn little but their 
working clothes for long years. Certainly not 
the kind of thing lo get nurried In. or lo be 
discarded in either.

In a<idlilon. several of Neetro's own family who 
had been living (or two generations in a distant 
village had come to be with him. and the older 
women among them had not been slow to ex¬ 
press their views. 

The hour of 3 In the afternoon had been 
rhfwen and it was now past midday. The 
iwnoes the guests had come in were drawn up 
In rows along the beach, and the old men went 
dow-n to look at them, lor they were reminded 
of the days when they had been young and 
strong, and both men and canoes had been 
many.

Al 3. the church balls began lo ring, and 
the missionary appeared outside the door, 
shining in his while vestmetila. 

The onlookers, grouped near the church, 
could see Chief Neelro approaching from the 
other side of the village, accompanied by hi* 
three wives and She group of relatives who had 
come to be with him and support him on this 
momentous day 


AT LAAT HE KTOOD before the rhuieh. 
alone, the others In his party standing a few 
fret behind him. 

"You wish to Join the church?" he was 
asked. 

“I do." 

“And you have been Instructed In the 
teachings?" 

Chief Neelro Indkalsd the catechist, who 
bowed his bead gravely in agreement. 

"And you know that you may have but one 
wife when you breams a member of the 
church*" 

"I do." 

There was a silence as everybody waited 
for the next question. 

"Which, then, of these three women do you 
chose lo be your legal wife from now on¬ 
ward*?" 

Chief Neetro made no Immediate answer 

Instead he turned and kwked at the three 
old women, dressed In their shabby best their 
mouths open as wide as thqir ears. 

Then he addressed the missionary 

"You tell me that faecauae I was not mar¬ 
ried in the church not one of these women la 
really a w'fe of mine." 

"Thai is true." ^ 

Again the chief looked at the three old 
nones. Nobody moved a muscle; they pimoat 
stopptd breathing, so keen were they lo mlas 
no detail of what he would say next

THE IHBilliNS themselves are liemrnd- 
ously Interesting, eomblning as ihey do Ihe 
ancient principle- of heraldry with llie modern 
atIrilMiles of Ihe institulions which lliey 
repmsenl. As, for Instance, the one for- 
mulaled for Ihe Unlvei-slty's College of Aril 
snd Science, now mounted on a wall al Ihe 
head ol Ihe main flight of stairs In the colli^ge 
llsrll. A small Irami-d copy of Ihe arms shows 
a shield In red and while, with the Toieh ol 
Ueiirnlng In the centre, a border of Ihe twin 
keys lo that learning art and science and.

Canon Heber comes 
of a family of churchmen. 
Shy, unassuming, his beam¬ 
ing smile and mane of silver 
hair ladiate goodwill and 
kindlinesa. 

Tills man has covemd an Inrwl 
Ibir amiiunt nf ground since the 
day nf his graduation from Toronto 
and Wyrilffp ColIrEP In Ihp weeka 
following graduation, he wpnt up 
to Northern Ontario to travel the 
Algoma Central Hudson Bay Rail¬ 
way camps hilrh hiking ITS miles 
lri»n ramp lo ramp, holding serv- 
ires before being ordained as a 
deacon at .St. Calheilnes. Onl.. In 
fieplember 1912. Alter a year's 
service at .St. Thomas's there he 
came west in 1913. 

-Some months later, in May. 19M.' 
Canon Ht-ber arrived In Masset in 
the (juren Charlotte Islands with 
Bishop DuDei'itei There, his ordi¬ 
nation lo the priesthood was ac¬ 
complished. for the bishop was anx¬ 
ious to have a fully ordained min¬ 
ister in charge of the Islands. Wllk 
an anlenl yet hamble desire to be¬ 
come known and loved by all. the 
new minister settled into his duties 
among the Haidah and white set¬ 
tlers of the Islands. It was a par¬ 
ish as complex In human conflicts 
and problems for a young and un¬ 
tried mimsier lo negotiate as was 
access lo Its widely scattered sellle- 
inenta. but it was the proving 
ground for the pattern of his laur 
years. 

The years of the First World war 
as a chaplain in France with the 
7th Brigade, with the wounded In 
hospitals about England, and on 
hospital ships on the Atlantic, 
strengthened Canon Heber'a belief 
in the goodness of men and broad¬ 
ened his viewpoint to embrace all 
persons who live a Christian life 
regaidlpMi of their partlrular creed. 

Canon Heber Is fond of leUing 
the siory of how one dsy when lie 
wss helping the Mission doctor 
Irace down the sick in a remote 
Indian village, he knocked on the 
door of a house and was gruffly 
lotd, “No sick here."

As fire door was slamming shut 
in his face, an older Indian kmked 
out and exclaimed.

Thia recognition of Canon Heber 
as a man of Cod it strikingly ilius- 
-irsled by the tart that he has hap- 
llzrd over 900 babies in his years 
of ministry many of the parents 
of other faiths than his. But they 
have gone out of their way to have 
th^^^ children baptized and blessed 
by him. 

Returning lo the West Coast 
after the war. Canon Heber. wiin 
his wife and increasing family, 
spent active years in. Stewart. 
Squamish. Agassiz and Mission 
parishes. About those yewrs he tells 
most vivid Islet of thrilling idven 
lures on rough roads of the Fraser 
Valley in a Model T Ford about 
which he knew Ultle. and of the 
rolorful. interesting people he en¬ 
countered. 

In 1943 he Joined his younger 
brother. Canon Alan Green of the 
Columbia Coast Mission and won 
was working from the .Mission SI'ip 
Columbia, which, along with the 
Rendeevous. for so many years 
meant so much lo the loggers, lisn- 
ermen and settlers on the coast - 
hospital, church, movie house, li¬ 
brary and friend. 


Canon Heber was soon a popular 
Visitor lo the widely scallered set¬ 
tlements amt camps, much in d*- 
mand- for cl'iistenings and wed 
(lings. As linu' went on. lie became 
Increasingly Intelesied In the grow- 
ing seillementa of the farming- 
togging (Ximnruntties along the 
Sjilmon and NImpkLsh Rivers nf 
Vani'ouver Island, and at tN>n Mc¬ 
Neil and Port. Hardy on the north¬ 
ern tip. Ardently he campaigned 
lor a church In be built at -Say ward 
In the S-ilmnti River Valley and in 
liiTni-Jp? .saw St. Philip's Churrtt 
compleied. The land and the 
schoolhouse were donated by Otto 
.‘saehf. a long lime storekeeper of 
the valley, and the old srhodl was 
lenovated into a suitable church 
opposite the line new school. It 
was the old storekeeper's dream lo 
have a church at Port Hardy 
An cxirrpi (torn a reenrd of his 
travels over a six week period In 
the summer of 1937 gives an aston¬ 
ishing ptrture of the tireless serv¬ 
ice ac<ompllshed by Canon lleb- r, 
then nearing his TOih year 
"Boarded the Columbia at Alert 
Bay and left for M<-Kenzie Sound, 
baptized two ehiblren from there 
to Port Elizabeth, vialtlng lo Caff 
Creek visiting Ba'4t lo Alert Ray 
and then lo I’nit Hardy where left 
Columbia, baptized two children. 


By car and water taxi made ovvf 
Tifl vislia duiing the next feu d,i<t 
at the airport. Fort Hupetr ftidi.in 
village. Port Alloe togging camp 
and Port Hardy bi'forr mi loiing 
.m mile# over logging roads to 1H>I t 
McNeil for a wedding Thence hv 
s|><<edboat and railway speeder for 
a church service Thertce. bv 
speeder to another, nmp for a 
wedding Thence by speeder tor 
a rhurrh terviie at Engtew-sd and 
a baptism Thence by logging rail¬ 
road down the NImpkIsh River tor

lions require him lo pay the pen 
ally. 

There la widespread lenalan Na 
me leaders Maltsla. Kamau. Mu 
kerjee and Ndegwa hale the whiles 
in varying degrees, and miairuat 
one another. The black magician 
who has traced a poieni line 
around the white plantation to 
scare off bogeymen Is killed: a pet 
dog Is Impaled horribly; half Ihe 
workers walk off during Ihe night; 
two chkdren are marked for an 
oathing ceremony In which the 
victims are tortured In indeaenb- 
able manners- Indescribable by me 
to you. for Ruark himself is not 
hampered by reticence. Don Brute 
determines lo sell his farm and 
take wife and youngsters back to 
Scotland, where they don't all haie 
to carry guns. 

On the other hsnd. some charac 
lers are described with scorn as do- 
gnodrrs. They wsnt to entrtist 
»imr land lo native families, teach 
the women household tasks, put

Brian and Kale had ■ halfheart¬ 
ed love affair, but Afriea gets In 
the way. Brian's evfenlual solution

blacks." Brian wishes he had killed 
more of them. If Ihe United Na- 
hons hadn't inlerfeied. If the Uni¬ 
ted Slates had nol blocked the 
BrIllMi in Egypt at Suez. If Ihe 
whiles had shot Mau Mau chief 
Kenyatta, it someone had shot Hit 
ier. and Castro, If only this or that 
or some other violence. aB would 
have been well with Ihe worM - 
and maybe, loo. there wouldn't 
have been any excuse for Ibis 
novel.

MEET MR. NABOKOV, 
AUTHOR OF ‘LOLITA’ 


Thai a novrl likr f.ofiia nhoiild havr bren wrilirn al all in ini|tr<»l»ahlr rnnuith. Thai it 
ba«r l»r**n boufihl by Hollywood for a movie in even more im|irobablr. Thai ihe Hollywood nrripl 
have been wrilten by ihe anlbor Vladimir Nabokov—and uned an he wrvie il i 


ihinn of all. 

Nabokov is a formidablp in¬ 
tellect, whoae brilliance ran{;eii 
through several languages and 
whoae community of interest 
with Hollywood would appear 
to be nil. Yet he was back in 
New York recently from Swit¬ 
zerland, where he has lived 
for the past few years, to 
attend the s cre e n premiere of 
ixilita. The irony of the occa¬ 
sion was inescapable. I asked 
him to explain. 

"It all started, with Hollywood 
asking me to work on Ihe screen 
play." he began In that melirulou* 
English with which he expresses 
every thought. "I was hunting but. 
terflies In Arizona al Ihe lime." 
• Nabokov is a distinguished iepi- 
dnpleiist.l ‘The sum offered me 
was ronaiderable.* he conlimied. 
"but the Mea of tampering with 
my own work caused me only re- 
«ulslon. so after weeks of medila- 
lion I turned Ihe offer down. 

"Four months passed. In Decefn- 
ber. l9S(t, we were at Lugano In one 
of Ihnae wet spelts you gel In Eur¬ 
ope every so often. I had long 
aince stopped thinking about Ihe 
film, but one night I suddenly had 
an Illumination, perhapa a iil'le 
diabolical, but certainly very ctvii- 
pelling. I had Ihe feeling that 1 
was watching a color film of Udlta. 
and very soon I perceived a way to 
do the Script. That very week by 
sheer rolncidenie — I received a 
cable from Hollywood asking me 
to reconsider my decision. I did. 

"I mevpd out to Hollywood in 
March. IMO. and had no trouble 
projecting lolHa on my own men 
lal BTieen. using a sound track <if 
my own writing. The grim which 
produced the book was still alive 
In my mind." 

The producers discussed t h e 
screen play with him from time 
to time, bur on Ihe whole left him 
to WTlle it as he saw fit. I distinct¬ 
ly fCoi the Impression that if the 
movie of l.ollla la wonh seeing at 


all. It will be tor Nabokov's dla- 
k>goe. 

The author himaeif la a frietidly 
man. In a somewhat austere fasb- 
tam. HIs converiattoa la animated 
and laced with wll. He la of noble 
Rusalan birth, but fM that coun¬ 
try after the BoWievtk Revohilton. 
Contrary to general belleL he hai 
read and spoken EngHrii since boy- 
hood, hla father having been an 
Anglophile with a large English 
library. 

Nabokov has taught European 
literature al both Harvard and Cor¬ 
nell. Hla approach to Utcraluie la 
as unsrthodox aa hla approach to 
writing. He be l levoa, for one thing, 
that hooka should not have "mra. 
sogea." Nor ttoaa he ever kleatify 
himaelf with any of hie characters. 
"When I teach I alwaya adviae my 
siiideiiti never to kirntify with 
with characlen. I tell 'them to 
stond aloof, so that they may feel 
Ihe inlrinalc merit of the artlot. 
If they must Identify, let them do 
so Boi with charaetera but with 
art." 

Nabokov writei hla books In kmg- 
hand on Index cards. He writes at 
any point In the book, ao that the f 
composing process for hint be¬ 
comes largely one of "flDIng in ihe 
gaps." When all the gapa are fllk-d 
in. he diclatca Ihe manuscript to 
his wift^bn Ihe typewriter. 

I Inquired whether rale Flea 
I Putnam I, with Its highly unusual 
lorm. had been diffitull to proluce 
m Ihli fashion. "It was mackim 
Ing." he replied. "The alrucrture of 
Ihe book was something new. 
First, I had to create a New Eng- 
land poel who was a follower of 
Robert Frodt. Then I had to evolve 
some kind of Inspiration lo produce 
a good poem, and I hope I did." 

Nabokov la plenied. on Ihe wboto. 
with Ihc book's crillcal reception, 
though some of the reviewers have 
mimed sublletlea In Ihe narrative. 
One way lo sling him la to chul- 
lenge hla use of English, and lor 
Ihe London critic who accused him 
of misusing Ihc word "Jolly" he 
hod a typical Nabokov epithet "a 
pompous pilg."

Newman could write of hi* 
bishop: "Sometimes as I «loud hy 
as he pul on hla robes I fell lhal 
it would have been such a relief 
if I could have fallen at his feel 
and kissed them." Cardinal Wise¬ 
man muM properly report that 
"llie Church has not al any time 
received a convert who has Ji’ined 
Il in more docility."

The Old-Time Miner is Buried in Victoria 

.. BARKERVILLE PLANS 
TO HONOR ‘FOUNDER’ 


When Provincial Seoretarj" L- J- Wal¬ 
lace told 'me the Barkerville committee 
would mark the grave of "Billy" Barker, 
after whom the town of Barkerville was 
named, I was not surprised. " - 

But when he told me the grave is in 
Victoria’s Ross Bay Cemetery 1 was, at 
first, inclined to disbelieve him. 

AH I had to do, of course, was turn 
to The Coloaiiit, and there, sure enough, 
in July of 18»4, 1 found that “Billy" 
Barker had died here, a penniless old man. 

I had known very little of Barker. I knew, 
of courie, that he gave hli name to Barker- 
' vine, and that MIhi Lottie Bowron had been 
' born In Barkerville and proud of It the U, too. 

So, apurrcd on by the Barkerville commit- 
tee’i Intereat In BlUy Barker. I iUirted aome 
research. Thla. by the way. la the 100th anni¬ 
versary of the start of the Barkerville gold 
rush, and ao It la fitting that the unmarked 
aTtd forgotten grave of "Billy" Barker In Roaa 
Bay here should be fittingly marked. 

I found William Barker menUoned In The 
f'oliMBat In April of 1061 presumably the same 
William Barker. He was a rough, tough, 
though withal kind-hearted miner, and so this 
note In the newspaper did not surprise me: 
■niflUSATS TO CUT — Wllluim Barker was 
arrested on a charge of threatening to sub 
Mr. Townsend at the Victoria Hotel." 

Police magistrate Augustus Pemberton took 
a lenient view and Barker "was discharged on 
his own recognlsartce to be of good behavior." 

Next year. The BrllUh t otambtaa of New 
Westminster made the announcement of Bar¬ 
ker's atiike: "Billy Barker has struck the lead 
on Williams Creek, on the-flat below the can¬ 
yon, at a depth of S2 feet, oMalning (5 to the 
pan." 

The Brlllsh Calmtaiaa told other news from 
Williams Creek: "Hugh McMahon was killed - 
under the following circumstance: a dispute 
having arisen between several men in Allney's 
Saloon, the proprietor thrust him but upon the 
plaza, from which he fell, and a number of 
others falling on lop of him. his spine was 
broken, resulting In death. He wos a native 
of Dublin, Ireland." 

There was a note, loo, about Hon. Peter 
O'Reilly of Victoria's Point Ellice House: "Com- 
mtuioner O'RelUy Is very popular, all hit pro¬ 
ceedings being characterized by promptitude 
and the most rigid Impartiality." 

While Billy Barker was striking It rich at 
Wllllanu Creek that summer of 1»62. others 
who had done well In the gold fields of the 
Cariboo were making news, of one sort or 
another, in Victoria. 

The t'oloalsl told an unfortunate story: 
"In a sorry plight - /t Iraveliing tooth doctor 
from Cariboo, whose name, tor various reasons 
we suppress, having been on a fearful spree 
for several weeks past, hired a room at Mrs 
Iflunel's lodging house and called in medical 
advice to assist him In getting sober. While 
being put through a course of medicine he 
look a fit of the horrors, and ran through the 
house In a state of nudlly, shouting at the lop 
of hla voice. 

"He was arrested by the police, and taken 
to prison and appeared before Mr. Pemberton 
to answer a charge of being drunk and dis¬ 
orderly. The poor fellow, with tears In his 
eyes, and In a penitential tone at voice, told 
hla story, which was that he had been drinking 
hard of late, and was endeavoring, with God's 
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help, to overcome his appetite for liquor, when 
he was seized with the horrors." 

Mr. Pemberton was again lenient, and gave 
the man a suspended sentence, and we know 
not tbday whatever became of him. 

However, there was in Victoria at the same 
time another miner who was of different 
■tamp: "GONE HOME James Bell, the lucky 
Cariboo miner, who arrived from Williams 
Creek with over tZS.OOO In his possession we 
noted yesterday—departed on the Sierra Ne¬ 
vada for hla home in Nova Scotia. Mr. Bell 
was a '38 pioneer, and went to the Cariboo in 
1860. In, 1861 In company with Cunningham 
and others he stnlcfc the rich diggings on Wil¬ 
liams Creek, and worked n lth tolerable success 
until the winter set in, when he came below. 

"LmI year he returned to his claim- with 
hardly a dollar in his pocket, got to work and 
continued to - 'pilch in' until, for his share, 
having made SIO.OOO. he was offered S30.000 by 
his partners for his claim. 

"Belie%'ing that 'a bird In the hands Is worth 
two In the bush' Mr. Bell sold for that sum to 
f'unningham. and yesterday started for his 
hotne With shout 828.000 In his possession— 
the fruits of 40 days' labor in Cariboo." 

Billy Barker came to Virtoria to spend 
Ctiiistmas of 1862 and here, you might say, 
he met his fate, and there are some historians 
who say he wished he had not done. 
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■ What did I read, in January of 186.1. but 
this: "MARRIED -On Tuesday, Jan. 13, by the 
Rev. Mr. M. MKfie, at the Metropolitan Hotel, 
William Barker pt Williams Creek. Cariboo, 
B.C.. to ElIzabetK CoUyer. widow, lale of Lon¬ 
don and pass4-nger by the ship Rosedale from 
England." 

I put the Metropolitan Hotel and Mrs. 
Immel's lodging house together, lor they were 
one and the same. So Billy Barker and the 
poor "travelling tooth doctor from Cariboo" 
must have knosvn each other. 

lliU was the only reference to the fact that 
Billy Barker had a wife until I came across 
an article by the late Louii LeBourdals, In 1937, 
In the British Columbia Historical Quarterly: 
"Barker, who Is described as a man of less than 
average height,'ktout, with heavy body, short, 
tlighlly bowed legs, was 42 years of age at 
the time of his marriage. Hla face was par¬ 
tially hidden beneath a bushy, Mark beard, 
plentifully streaked with grey. 

'He found that he had let himself In for 
a lot of trouble when he landed back on 
William Creek In the early spring of 1863 
with a woman who. In the evenings, preferred 
a gay time with the boys to the companion¬ 
ship of a bushy-bearded miner in a log cabin, 
sitting before a rough stone fireplace in hla 
stockinged feet. 

"With two to three hundred young men to 
every woman, Billy Barker soon became a 
freer spender than ever In an effort to hold 
a place In the London widow's affections." 

-Louis LeBourdals was a great storytriler 
• of the Cariboo, and, in this article, he went on: 
"Barker had a habit, when entering a saloon, 
particularly after taking a few diinka. of 
performing a little dance and singing out at 
the same time: Tm English Bill never worked 
and never wIlL Get away girls or I'll tousle 
your curls'/' 

Billy Barker proceeded to live it up. accord¬ 
ing to LeBourdals: "Barkenille, Richfield and 
Camertown . . . were plentifully supplied with 
■alixns. and It was not long before Billy 
Barker's money was gone. And with It the 
woman! 

"But not a8 of Barker's gold was pushed 
bi pokes across the polished bars of Williams 
Creek saloons^ He was free with hla money In 
Mher ways: loaned a lot of It, and grub-staked 
many prospectors to work claims which he 
knew at the time were bopeleta." 

How long he lived in Victoria in his last 
years. I know not But. when he died. In July 
of 1894. The roionlsl said: The ups and downs 
of a miner's life are well lUustratM In '.he 
career of William Barker, for whom the town 

Barkerville wu named, and whoae funeral 
t^ pUce today from the Old Men's Home 
where, for months, he had lain seriously ill. 

•^e deceased was a native of Cornwall. 
England, and In early life was a sailor: he 
came to British Columbia In "Se. one of his 
^ipmates on the long Journey round being 
the veteran Robert Ridley, who still lives here, 
and who shared with him the ad\’entures and 
fortunes of life in the mines. 

~In partnership with the late Bob Dexter. 
'Nrker^s profits for a few months ran Into 
thousands of dollars a day. but so free was 
he with his money that he “saved nothing for 
hia declining years. 

'To *Bnr Barker belonged the honor of sink¬ 
ing the first shaft ‘below the canyon' and at 
Me time his fortune was counted by the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands.”
